Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  of  Hartlepool 
for  the  year  1934. 


As  in  past  years  the  report  has  been  compiled  on  the  lines 
suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


The  most  striking  feature  of  the  report  is  the  extraordinary 
decline  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  the  figure  being  57.2  as 
compared  with  93.6  in  1933  and  113.6  in  1932.  This  must  be 
considered  very  satisfactory  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be 
no  increase  in  1935.  The  crude  death  rate  is  13.0  as  compared  with 
15.0  in  1933.  There  has  been  a considerable  decrease  from 
respiratory  diseases  and  also  from  diarrhoea  in  children  under  the 
age  of  two  years. 


Although  no  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the 
demolition  of  Slum  property,  the  great  stumbling  block  viz,  the 
scarcity  of  suitable  building  sites,  has  now  been  overcome,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  soon  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  will  be 
living  under  brighter  and  healthier  conditions  and  surroundings. 


I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  also  to  thank  the  Ladies 
of  the  Care  Committee  for  their  support. 


I would  also  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  consideration  at  all  times,  and  my  colleagues  in 
other  departments  for  their  kind  assistance.

BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  live  births  registered  was  367, 
comprising  166  males  and  201  females,  and  of  this  number  5 males 
and  6 females  were  illegitimate.  The  Birth  Rate  again  shows  a 
decline,  the  figure  being  18.9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident 
population  as  compared  with  a rate  of  20.8  in  1933  and  28.4  in  1924. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1934  was  14.9,  so  that  in  spite 
of  the  decrease  the  figure  for  Hartlepool  is  still  considerably  higher 
than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  ratio  of  illegitimate  and  legitimate  births  was  1 to  32, 
which  is  similar  to  last  year.

DEATHS. 

1 he  number  of  deaths  of  residents  belonging  to  the  Borough, 
after  making  allowance  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  255, 
comprising  124  males  and  131  females  which  gives  a crude  death 
rate  of  13  0 and  an  adjusted  deatli  rate  of  14'95- 

In  order  that  equitable  comparisious,  may  be  made  wilh 
other  districts,  other  factors  besides  the  actual  number  of  deaths 
have  to  be  taken  into  account  and  some  alteration  must  be  made 
according  to  the  age  and  sex  distribution  in  various  areas.  A 
district  where  the  population  is  composed  mainly  of  young  adults 
will  have,  apart  from  other  circumstances,  a lower  crude  death  rate 
than  a district  where  the  population  consists  mainly  of  elderly 
people.  The  Registrar  General  has  therefore  supplied  to  each 
district  an  adjusting  factor  based  on  the  1931  census  returns  and  for 
Hartlepool  the  factor  is  1*15  which  increases  the  crude  death  rate 
from  13*0  to  14  95. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  1934  was  32  ^ess 
than  in  1933  and  the  crude  death  rate  was  2-o  per  thousand 
population  less  than  in  1933. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  during  the  year  were  Diseases  of 
Heart  and  Blood  Vessels,  66  ; Tuberculosis,  all  forms,  36  ; Respir- 
tory  Disease,  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  etc.,  31  ; Cancer,  28  ; 
Senility,  10.  In  comparing  these  figures  with  those  for  last  year,  it 
is  satisfactory  to  note  that  while  in  a very  few  diseases  there  is  a 
very  slight  increase,  many  show  a remarkable  decrease,  viz., 
Respiratory  Diseases,  Congenital  Debility  and  Diarrhoea  (under  2 
years). 


The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  children  under  1 year  of 
age  was  21  as  compared  to  44  in  1933  and  57  in  1932.  This  very 
pleasing  decrease  in  the  infantile  mortality  of  the  Borough  is 
referred  to  in  another  part  of  this  report.

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE  LOCAL 
AUTHORITY. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Report  a list  is  given  showing  all  the 
officers  connected  with  the;  Health  Services  in  the  Borough. 


SERVICES  PROVIDED  IN  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  Bacteriological  examinations 
in  connection  with  infectious  disease  are  carried  out  at  the 
College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  by  arrangement  with 
the  Durham  County  Council. 

Water,  milk,  and  other  food  stuffs  are  sent  to  the  County 
Analyst,  Darlington,  for  analysis. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  Infectious  Cases. — Infectious  Cases  are  removed  to  hospital 
by  the  motor  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Sedgefield  Rural 
District  Council,  to  whose  hospital  such  cases  from  the 
Borough  are  admitted. 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

i.  General. — This  is'  carried  out  by  the  Local  District 
Nursing  Association  for  the  Borough. 

ii.  Infectious  Diseases.— Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  remain- 
ing at  home  are  visited  to  see  whether  proper  treatment  and 
isolation  is  being  carried  out.  Cases  of  ophthamia  neonatorum 
are  similarly  visited. 

iii.  Tuberculosis.  The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  under  the  County  Council  Scheme 
and,  as  the  Medical  Officer  is  also  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer 
for  the  district,  the  closest  co-operation  exists.

(e)  Hospitals. 

(i)  General.  The  Hartlepools  Hospital,  a voluntary  general 
hospital,  is  situated  in  the  Borough  and  admits  cases  from 
Hartlepool,  West  Hartlepool  and  the  surrounding  County  area. 
This  hospital  contains  *96  beds  and  has  surgical  wards,  a children’s 
ward  and  private  wards.  There  is  an  electrical  department  equipped 
with  X-ray  apparatus,  ultra-violet  lamp  and  equipment  for  electrical 
treatment.  Under  an  agreement  between  the  Hospital  and  the 
Education  Authority,  children  requiring  operative  treatment  for 
tonsils  and  adenoids  are  admited  to  the  Hospital.  Children  requiring 
Orthopaedic  and  Ultra-violet  Light  treatment  are  also  provided  for 
under  the  scheme. 

(ii)  Fever.  There  is  now  no  infectious  diseases  hospital  in 
the  area.  Cases  are  admitted  to  Sedgefield  Isolation  Hospital 
under  agreement  with  the  Sedgefield  Rural  District  Council. 

3.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Grantully  Maternity  Home 
which  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Borough  of  West 
Hartlepool.  Assistance  is  given  towards  the  maintenance  of  cases 
by  the  Local  Authority. 
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Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  also  admitted  through 
the  Public  Assistance  Committee  to  Howheck  Hospital  which  is 
controlled  by  the  West  Hartlepool  Council. 

Arrangements  exist  with  the  Local  Nursing  Association  for 
the  nursing  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  All 
maternal  deaths  are  investigated  by  your  Medical  Officer. 

Two  Midwives,  both  holding  the  Certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board,  practise  midwifery  in  the  Borough  and  both  are 
subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Three  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  Council  and 
divide  their  time  between  the  Child  Welfare,  School  Medical  and 
Tuberculosis  Work.  As  the  Local  Authority  discharges  the 
functions  under  Part  I of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  as  amended  by 
the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932,  the  Health  Visitors  act 
as  Infant  Protection  Visitors.  Figures  with  regard  to  the  work  of 
Health  Visiting  will  be  found  under  the  section  dealing  with 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — The  Borough  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Hart- 
lepool Gas  and  Water  Company,  and  the  supply,  although  hard, 
is  abundant  and  of  good  quality.

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  have  been  no  extensions 
to  the  sewers  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  The  sewage  at 
present  is  discharged  into  the  sea  through  outfall  sewers  extending 
to  low  water  mark.  It  is  necessary  to  flush  periodically  the  sewers 
in  the  lower  lying  parts  of  the  Borough  since  these  have  not 
sufficient  face  to  be  self-cleansing,  and  consequently,  at  certain 
points,  considerable  accumulation  of  sewage  occurs  which  renders 
flushing  of  the  sewer  necessary. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  There  is  no  contamination  of  water 
courses  in  the  Borough. 

Closet  Accommodation.  With  the  exception  of  four  out- 
lying houses,  the  whole  of  the  Borough  has  a water  carriage  system. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is 
under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Surveyor.  All  the  houses  have 
covered  bins  and  there  has  been  an  addition  to  the  number  of 
covered  vehicles  for  collecting  refuse.  The  ultimate  disposal  of  the 
refuse  is  by  tipping. 

Schools.  The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the 
Schools  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  Certain  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  greater  attention  is  being  paid 
to  the  internal  cleanliness  which  was  referred  to  in  the  .School 
Medical  Report.  Special  attention  was  given  to  one  school  in 
which  several  cases  of  Diphtheria  arose,  but  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough  on  account  of 
infectious  disease.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  is  only  one  farm  in  the  area  and  this  was  visited 
regularly,  and  inspections  were  also  made  by  the  Council’s 
Veterinary  Inspector  and  by  the  County  Veterinary  Officer.  Most 
of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough  comes  from  outside,  par- 
ticularly from  the  surrounding  county  area.  The  regular  submission 
of  samples  of  milk  for  quality  has  been  undertaken  and  the  results 
are  set  out  below  and  also  the  result  of  any  action  taken.  Samples 
of  milk  were  also  sent  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  Of  12  such  samples  submitted,  n were  returned  as 
negative,  while  one  sample  gave  an  indefinite  finding.  Subsequent 
samples  from  this  supply  proved  negative.  Special  attention  was 
paid  to  the  milk  supplied  to  schools  and  the  milk  was  considered  as 
satisfactory  and  safe. 


(bj  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Regular  inspection  of  the  1 1 slaughterhouses  was  made,  and 
there  was  also  inspection  of  all  the  animals  slaughtered.  The 
number  of  carcases  examined  and  the  amount  of  meat  condemned 
and  destroyed  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action,  as  all  the  meat  con- 
demned was  surrendered  voluntarily.

During  the  year  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever,  while  most  of  the  cases  of 
Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  months  of  November  and  December. 
It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools  on  account 
of  infectious  disease.  No  Schick  or  Dick  testing  was  undertaken, 
nor  was  any  immunisation  commenced  during  the  year.  Owing  to 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  it  was  found  that  Sedgefield  Isolation  Hospital 
was  unable  to  accommodate  all  the  cases  from  the  Borough.  It  was 
therefore  necessary  to  arrange  with  West  Hartlepool  Council  to 
accommodate  the  surplus  cases  in  their  Isolation  Hospital.  This 
worked  very  satisfactorily. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  72  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  and  54  of  these  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  only  those  cases, 
where  satisfactory  isolation  could  be  maintained,  remaining  at 
home.  I11  the  majority  of  cases,  the  disease  was  fairly  mild,  but  in 
some  of  the  older  children  and  in  young  adults  the  type  was  inclined 
to  be  more  severe.  There  were  no  deaths. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Although  there  were  only  1 1 cases  of  Diphtheria  notified 
during  the  year,  3 of  these  proved  fatal.  In  previous  reports,  the 
importance  of  the  early  administration  of  antitoxin  in  the  treatment 
of  Diphtheria  has  been  stressed,  and  it  must  again  be  emphasised 
that  there  is  no  necessity  to  wait  for  the  result  of  a swab  before 
giving  antitoxin.  The  earlier  in  the  disease  the  patient  receives 
antitoxin,  the  greater  the  chance  of  recovery.  Diphtheria  antitoxin 
is  provided  free  of  charge  by  the  Authority  and  is  always  available. 

MEASLES. 

Only  1 death  occurred  from  Measles  as  compared  with  4 
last  year. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  this  disease,  the  dangers  of  which 
were  commented  on  in  last  year’s  report.

Thirty-three  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notihed  during 
the  year,  which  is  a decrease  of  three  as  compared  with  1933.  The 
total  deaths  were  36  which  is  an  increase  of  six  over  the  number  for 
1933,  there  being  an  increase  of  8 in  the  pulmonary  deaths  and  a 
decrease  of  2 in  the  non-pulmonary  deaths 

Provision  for  the  treatment  of  cases  is  made  by  the  Durham 
County  Council  and  22  cases  received  institutional  treatment.  As 
in  past  years,  necessitous  cases  received  help  in  the  provision  of 
clothing  and  extra  nourishment  through  the  Tuberculosis  Care 
Committee.  Fourteen  persons  received  assistance  in  this  way 
during  the  year. 


Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 

Regulations,  1925. 

By  these  Regulations  the  Local  Authority  can,  on  the  report 
in  writing  of  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  by  notice  in  writing, 
require  any  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory 
tract,  and  in  an  infectious  state,  who  is  employed  in  connection 
with  a dairy  or  the  handling  of  milk  or  vessels  for  containing  milk, 
to  discontinue  his  employment.  The  Regulations  also  forbid  any 
person  knowing  he  is  suffering  from  tuberculosis  to  undertake  such 
employment. 

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  under  these  Regulations 
during  the  year. 


Public  Health  Act,  1925.  Section  62. 

Section  62  of  the  above  Act  deals  with  the  power  of  a Court 
of  Summary  Jurisdiction  to  make  an  order,  on  the  application  of 
the  Local  Authority,  for  the  removal  to  and  detention  in  a hospital 
of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  these  regulations. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  scheme  for  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Service  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.  Arising 
out  of  Circular  1433  on  Maternal  Mortality  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  a report  was  presented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  reviewing  the 
position  regarding  these  services,  and  making  suggestions  for  the 
improving  of  the  ante-natal  services  especially.  A certain  amount 
of  ante-natal  work  has  been  undertaken  during  the  past  at  the 
ordinary  Child  Welfare  Clinic  by  the  Medical  Officer,  but  greater 
facilities  are  required  in  the  shape  of  separate  ante-natal  sessions, 
and  more  accommodation  is  required  for  the  efficient  carrying  out 
of  all  the  services  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 
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In  past  years,  the  Borough  has  been  fortunate  in  that  the  Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  has  been  consistently  low.  The  following  is  the

In  1934  ihere  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  and  two 
deaths  from  other  puerperal  causes.  It  is  confidently  anticipated 
that  a complete  scheme  will  be  available  in  1935,  whereby  each 
pregnant  mother  will  receive  the  necessary  routine  examinations 
before  confinement,  and  will  have  treatment  in  the  event  of  any 
abnormality  being  found. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  Infants  under  the  age  of  1 year  who  died  in 
1934  was  2I>  which  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  57-2,  as 
compared  with  a rate  of  93.6  in  1933,  and  1136  in  1932.  This  is 
the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  Hartlepool,  and  it  is  lower  than 
that  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  viz.  59.  The  previous 
lowest  rate  was  87.0  in  1930.  This  condition  of  affairs  is  a matter 
for  congratulation,  especially  in  view  of  a statement  in  the  Press 
which  showed  that,  apparently,  Hartlepool  was  a black  spot, 
especially  in  regard  to  Infant  Mortality.  Your  Medical  Officer  at 
the  time  pointed  out  that  the  figures  were  somewhat  fallacious,  and 
it  is  most  satisfactory  that  for  the  year  1934  t^ie  infantile  mortality 
rate  has  shown  such  a marked  decrease.  To  give  any  definite 
reason  for  this  decline  is  most  difficult,  but  a great  deal  of  credit 
must  go  to  the  staff  of  the  health  services,  who  have  no  easy  task 
in  impressing  repeatedly  in  the  minds  of  a certain  few  with  grand- 
motherly prejudices,  the  necessity  for  new  ideas  in  the  upbringing 
of  an  infant.  It  must  be  hoped  that,  what  may  be  considered  as 
the  result  of  years  of  constant  health  education  in  the  homes  and  at 
the  clinics,  will  continue,  and  that,  although  the  Health  Services 
cannot  issue  a balance  sheet  showing  a profit  in  pounds,  shillings 
and  pence,  future  statistics  will  again  bear  testimony  to  the  very 
great  amount  of  unseen  and  little  known  work  accomplished  by  the 
department.

Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  work  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  has  progressed  most 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  attendances  being 
5125.  This  figure  is  slightly  less  than  last  year,  but  the  average 
number  of  children  attending  per  session  was  107,  which  is  still  too 
high  if  full  benefit  is  to  be  derived  from  attendance  at  the  Clinic. 
This  matter  was  discussed  fully  in  last  year’s  report,  and  although 
the  average  attendance  shows  some  decrease,  it  still  must  be 
considered  too  large  for  one  session.  In  addition,  it  has  been  found 
that  the  present  accommodation  is  somewhat  restricted,  especially 
in  view  of  the  increased  activities  of  the  Ladies’  Care  Committee. 

Distribution  of  Food.  No  alteration  in  the  method  of 
distribution  of  dried  milk  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Ladies’  Care  Committee  in  the  provision  of 
milk  and  eggs  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  has  again  been 
most  appreciated,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  extension  of  their 
activities  towards  the  assisting,  in  any  way,  the  mothers  in  the  care 
of  their  children,  will  have  a full  measure  of  support.

The  four  houses  were  periodically  visited  and  no  serious  cause  for 
complaint  was  found.  There  is  no  provision  made  for  Females  in 
any  of  the  houses  and  the  Byelaws  are  conformed  with. 

Places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

All  premises  licensed  by  the  Borough  Justices  were  conducted 
satisfactorily  and  no  cause  for  complaint  was  to  be  found  or 
reported. 

Rats  and  Mice. 

Considerable  activity  is  to  be  reported  under  this  heading 
during  the  year.  Action  was  taken  jointly  by  the  County  Rats 
Executive  Officer  and  your  Sanitary  Inspector  on  many  occasions, 
with,  usually,  satisfactory  results.  Traps,  Poisons  and  Smoke 
Machine  were  used  and  much  good  work  done.  Structural  defects 
responsible  for  the  presence  of  rats  or  mice  were  made  good,  action 
being  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

It  is  certain  that  fewer  complaints  would  arise  if  respon- 
sibility was  realised  and  the  wasteful  habit  of  throwing  out  uncon- 
sumed food  stopped.  Certain  areas  are  most  regular  in  this 
objectionable  nuisance. 

Disinfection. 

198  rooms  were  disinfected  for  Infectious  Disease  or  Vermin, 
16  lots  of  bedding  destroyed  on  request  and  in  addition,  1 ward  at 
the  Hartlepools  Hospital  was  disinfected.

Regular  Sampling  and  Testing  of  the  entire  supply  of  the 
Borough  has  been  maintained,  and  the  standard  may  be  considered 
as  reasonably  satisfactory. 

No  Graded  Milk  is  produced  in  the  area  but  the  following 
are  permitted  by  Licence,  viz.  : — Certified  and  Grade  A,  1 each  and 
Certified  and  Grade  A (T.T.)  1 Supplementary  Licence  each. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926. 

Information  relative  to  the  markings  of  foodstuffs  under  the 
Act  was  disseminated  to  people  requiring  same.  Various  itinerant 
vendors  from  neighbouring  districts  were  kept  under  close  sur- 
veillance for  periods  and  some  results  were  achieved  thereby.  As 
daily  observations  are  made  of  the  various  shops  in  the  town,  it  will 
be  appreciated  that  no  trouble  is  experienced  in  the  working  of  the 


Act.
